MESSENGER TO PRESIDENT 


Story of His Humble Start in Life and 
Final Triumph Related by 
Himself.

R. C. Clowry, the messenger boy, 
formerly of St. Louls, who rose to be 
president of the great Western Union Tele- 
graph (o., replying to the Post-Dispatch’s 
query, “‘What are a young man's chances 
today as compared with those When you 
were a boy?’ said: 

‘“T am convinced that a young man's 
opportunities are as good now as ever they 
It all depends on the young ian, 
The wealth of the vountry has increased 
faster than the right kind of young tseuen 
have developed. This expansion of busi- 
ness has unlimited vepportunities. 

‘‘Industry, pegseverance, integrity and 
intelligence are what are wanted. 

‘All tho great corporations keep in touch 
with the capacity of their young men. The 
young man who has the etuff in him is

CHICAGO, March 14.—Col. Robert C. 

Clowry has been swamped with congratula- 
tions from all quarters of the earth. It is 
48 years since the new head of the Western 
Union began his career as messenger boy. 
He was born in Will County, IIL, in 1839. 
The Chicago and Galena Railway, the first 
to enter the city, had been finished and the 
Illinois and Mississippl Telegraph Co., with 
wires to the Mississippi river, was ready 
for business. : 
'“I was attending public school at the 
time,”’ said Col. Clowry. “I heard a mes- 
senger was wanted, so asked for the place 
and started to work. I went to school in 
the mornings and ran through the Chicago 
mud in the afternoon with messages. There 
were no street cars in those days and only 
two ‘bus lined’. I had a pony for delivery 
out of town, but, for city deliveries, I 
hung on the ‘bus or plowed through the 
streets in my cowhide boots. I learned all 
I could about the business and was soon an 
operator. I worked in Jacksonville and 
Joliet and, at 20, | was appointed superin- 
tendent and transferred to St. Louls.’’ 

In the capacity of superintendent of the 
St. Louis and Mississippi company, Mr. 
Clowry maintained his headquarters in St. 
Louis for a time, later removing to Leav- 
enworth, Kan., and, afterward, to Omaha, 
Neb., where he remained until 1863. 

In 1863 Mr. Clowry’s mastery of the tele- 

aph business came to, the attention of 

resident Lincoln. Mr. Lincoln asked him 
to enter the army service and he accepted, 
receiving the appointment of captain and 
assistant quartermaster of the United 
States army. He was immediately assigned 
to duty by the quartermaster in charge of 
the United States military telegraph In the 
Southwest, with headquarters at Little 
Rork, Ark., and, later, at St. Louis. 

Mr. Clowry’s work during the war drew 
to him the attention of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co., and, on his retirement from 
the army, he was immediately appointed 
district superintendent of the "estern 
Union lines in the Southwest, continuing his 
headquarters in St. Louts. He continued 
in that capacity until 1878.

ANNEXATION PLAN WILL GIVE 
SITES FOR FACTORIES. 


Greater East St. Louis will be a work- 
shop if the plans of the municipal author- 
ities are carried out. 

If the proposition to annex Winstanley 
Park, Alta Sita and Denverside carries at 
the election, April 1, East St. Louis will be 
‘ncreased in area by half its present size. 

The annexed portion will contain the fin- 
est factory sites in the vicinity. 

“One chief object in the annexation of 
Winstanley Park, Alta Sita and Denverside 
is to get the factory sites inside the lim- 
its,”’ gald Mayor M. M. Stephens to the 


l’ost-Dispatch. 

“Very frequently manufacturers and cap- 
italists who look at the siles object because 
they are outside the limits. 1 have had it 
happen again and again. They the 
fire and police protection which cily 
affords. 

“We plan to make East St. Louis a great 
factory town. It should be the workshop 
of St. Louis. The present annexation prop- 
osition is a part of our plan.”’ 

East St. Louis covers at present an area 
of six square miles. The area of the part 
to be annexed is three square miles. It ex- 
tends for a distance of about three mi.es 
along the south and east side of the present 
city and averages a mile in width. 

“The Terminal Association's belt rallway 
runs along one side of it and the Southern 
Raliway crosses it near the center. 

“In planning to make Fast St. Louis a 
factory center we do not count on the 
bridge arbitrary for our assistance,” said 
Mayor Stephens. “Bast St. Louis wants the 
arbitrary abolished just as much as St. 
Louls. If every street were arched over the 
river and the crossing free we should be 


lad. 

w Bast St. Louis has better facilities for 
factories than St. Louis can ever have, re- 
gardiless of the arbitrary. Factories can get 
cheaper coal here. One factory which re- 
cently located in East St. Louis, coming 
from 8t. Louls, has saved $12,000 in one

MRS, ASTOR SCORED 
BY A COLLEGE MAN 


PROF. THOMPSON ON QUALIFICA- 
TIONS OF A GENTLEMAN. 


COLLEGE EDUCATION NOT ONE 


Chicago University’s History Lecturer 
Says Truest Gentlemen Are Often 
Made in Life’s School. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, March 14.—"“Mres. Astor's state- 
ment that to be an American gentieman 
a man must be college bred Is an insult to 


every American citizen.”’ 

With these words, uttered at the outset 
of a.lecture schduled to be on mediaeval 
history, Prof. James Westfall Thompeon of 
the University of Chicago startled stu- 
dents in one of his classes today. 

“Such a statement fairly makes my blood 
boll,’ said the professor. “In making it 
Mrs. Astor is putting a false value not only 
upon the college man but upon the man 
who doesn’t go to college as well. It is 
merely a case of confounding the truth 
with one’s own person and one’s own ideas 
to say anythirg so sweepingly. 

“Fortunately Mrs. Astor's statement is 
not true, and the first to repudiate it would 
be the genuine college-bred man. As a 
matter of fact, most of the men who class 
as ‘gentlemen’ downtown are not college- 
bred men and in some ways it’s a blessed 

ood thing for Chicago that they are not, 

ut there are some of the truest gentlemen 
who have ever lived among them. 

“Education in these days particularly is 

a great and good thing, but it is not every- 
thing by a long, long way. If it is your 
rivilege to have an education, thank God 
or that privilege, but don't lay the stress 
upon it and boast of it, and, above all, don't 
take it unto yourself for righteousness. 
It is true that you don't go to college pri- 
marily for the information you are to get. 
What you learn there primarily is your dis- 
cipline and devotion to an ideal, and that's 
the thing that will stay with you, but it is 
nothing to elevate you above your fellow 
man.
